SABATOOA, N. Y., Sept 26.—Dele- 


gates to the New York democi _.tio 
state convention began to file into the 
Rink at a little before 13 o'clock to- 
day. The fltet body t?» arrive was the 
Albany phalanx, and they were fol- 
lowed by the N»w York state democ- 
racy, their purple badgft with gold 
fringe making them conspicuous as 
they gathered in the south end of the 
rink, where a place had been reserved 
for them The Tammany people did 
not come as a body. 'They took seats 
near the center of the hall. 


When nominations for governor were 


declared to be la "order, the chairman 
(Senator H1U) recognized Galen B. Hitt, 
of Albany, who put in nomination the 
name of John Bbyd Thatcher.

When Mr. Hitt had finished, Eldyn 


Reynolds, of Allegheny, arose and 
aaid: "The united delegation of Alle- 
gheny county desires «o place in nom- 
ination their first and only choice, 
David B. Hill."

The crowd went wild with enthusiasm. 
Men stood on their seats and waved 
their hats for three minutes. 


Senator Hill pounded with the gavel. 


Finally Col. Fellows, at New York, 
arose, and, the crowd, thinking that he 
would say something about Hill, sub- 
sided.

Mora for the Sugar Trout. 


Governor McKinley in his speech aj 


Indianapolis surprised his audience by 
uncovering another Democratic dea 
with the sugar trust by which that out 
tit will net more money from the pro- 
visions of the tariff bill than had before 
been reported. He said: 


The sugar schedule of the law 


(Schedule B) in effect provides for a 
continuation of the treaty of 1875, made 
with the King of the Hawaiian Islands 
under which all sugar from those islands 
was and is under the law of 1891 ad 
mitted free. The language of the sched 
ule quoted is: 
"Provided further, that nothing here- 


in contained shall be so construed as to 
abrogate or in any manner impair or 
affect the provisions of the treaty ol 
commercial reciprocity concluded be- 
tween the United States and the King 
of the said islands the 30th day of Jan 
nary, 1875, or the provisions of any act 
of congress, heretofore passed for the 
execution of the same. 
This provision was inserted in the 


law by the senate. 
It gives to the 


great sugar trust an advantage which 
hue not heretofore been suspected. The 
sugar production of the Hawaiian Isl- 
ands is under the control of the sugar 
truat;;that country is the field of its 
primary operations. 
The Democratic 


party took away from the sugar raisers 
of the United States the bounty of $10.- 
000,000 a year and bestowed a bounty of 
$6,000,000 a year on the sugar producers 
of the Hawaiin Islands, giving them a n 
advantage over not only the sugar pro- 
ducers of the United States but of the 
whole- world outside of those islands. 


The sugar producer of the Sandwich 


Islands profits by the tariff of 40 per 
cent, while upon all other sugars that 
10 per cent goes into the Treasury of 
the United States. I do not question, 
my fellow-citizens, nor discuss, the pro- 
priety of maintaining that treaty invio- 
late.

What is there 
more sacred in a reciprocity treaty with 
a foreign country than in a solemn con- 
tract made with our own citizens.

What Hill Said in the Senate. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Sept. 26.—Now 


that Senator Hill has been nominated 
for Governor of New York, Democrats 
everywhere will proclaim hia invinci- 
bility.

It means the loss of the elec- 
ral votes of New York, New Jersey, Con- 
necticut, and probably every Northern 
State. Finally it means the loss of the 
next Presidency and all that it implies.

Of the Battle of the Valu River Received 


by the Jupkneee Legation. 


WABHIS&TON, Sept 
37 —The Jap- 


anese legation is in receipt of the first 
correct report of the battle of the Yalu 
river which has yet been made and 
which corroborates the?graphic story 
of the engagement cabled to the United 
Press from Tokio. The dispatch con- 
taining the official intelligence is as 
follows: 


"On September 17 our fleet, consist- 


ing of the Matsushima, Itsuknshima, 
Hashidate, Yoshino, Naniwa, Takachi- 
ho, Akitsusev, Chiyoda, Hjyei, Fuso, 
Akagi and Baikioh-Maru, met off the 
northeast coast of Hai Yang Tao with 
the Chinese fleet, consisting of the Ting 
Yuen.Chen Yuen.Ching Ynen.Chi Yuen, 
Lai Ynen, King Yuen, Wi Yuen, Yang 
Wei, Chao Yuen, Kwalg Hai, Kwang 
Ting, Ping Yuen and two other men- 
of-war, together with six torpedo 
boats, which opened fire at 12:45, and 
conBfiJvOhtly a severe engagement en- 
sued Which lasted until 5 p. m. 


"At last four of the enemy's men-of- 


war, the Lai Yuen, Chin Yuen, Yang 
Wei and the Chao Yuen were sunk, 
and the Ting Yuen, King Yuen, snd 
Ping Tufa caught fire, and all of the 
remaining ships, being seriously dam- 
aged, .were scattered. 
On our side 


more or less damajre was sustained by 
the Matsushima, Hiyei and Akagi, but 
fortunately none was disabled. The 
killed on our side were Sakamoto, the 
commander of the Akagi, six lieuten- 
ants and about thirty tion-commis-' 
sioned officers and men.

NEW 
OBI.EANB-, Sept. 27.—Heavy- 


weight Champion James J. Corbett 
will now have no came to rlject a chal- 
lenge (from Bob Fitzsimmons, as the in- 
Tincible middle-weight champion has 
complied with every reasonable re- 
qnest made by Corbett, and fulfilled the 
last requirement exacted by knocking 
Dan Creedon senseless in four minutes 
and forty seconds. The fight attracted 
the representative sporting men from 
all over the country, and the big arena 
of the Olympic clnb was packed to its 
fall capacity. The crowd was strong 
for Fitzsimmons, and it almost ap- 
peared as though the Creedon support- 
ers were among the contingent that 
came with him from the Mound City. 


The fight was regarded as one of the 


grandest exhibitions pf the prize ring, 
and while the great majority looked 
for , Pitzsimmons' success it was 
thought that the fight would last 
much longer than the round and a 
half. Fitzsimmons, himself, was the 
only nan who felt sure of a short 
light. He made a wager last even- 
log of a champagne supper on his 
knocking Creedon cold in less than 
three rounds. Fitzsimmons has never 
boasted of how quick the fight would 
be terminated, but a Creedon man got 
hot onto him, and his bet was called. 
Fitzsimmons has frequently asserted 
that he would challenge Corbett from 
the ring over the inanimate body of 
Creedon, *nd he was prepared to fulfill 
that declaration. 


The fiat has. gone forth, and Corbett 


lias received the intelligence which he 
was anxiously awaiting; but it was en- 
tirely foreign to which he had hoped 
and prayed for. It is the belief of the 
multitude in the Crescent City that 
Fitzsimmons can whip Corbett, and the 
latter will carry a fortune from the 
city if he whips lanky Bob. 


The spectators of the fight last night 


were favorably impressed with Cree- 
don on account of his gameness in com- 
ing up for his punishment, but as a 
matter of fact he could not get out of 
Fitzsimmons' way. Fitzsimmons had 
him dazed in the firbt and the sound of 
the gong saved him from a most 
humiliating defeat. 
It would not 


have been so humiliating had it not 
been that Creedon has frequently 
boasted of his having hunted Fitssim- 
mons for a fight and the latter tried to 
evade him. 


Creedon attempted to get in for 


close infighting, only to have his head 
jammed from one side to the other by 
Bob's right and left gloves, which had 
a most distressing effect on his senses. 
He got one good right-hand punch 
over the kidneys on the left side, but 
Fitzsimmons laughed at him and be 
fan to pound him for keeps. 


Fitzsimmons was smiling through- 


out the fight, and was very cool and 
easy about his work, yet at the same 
time he was quick as lightning in land- 
ing his blows. After the men had re- 
tired to their rooms Creedon was seen, 
and his upper lip on the right side was 
split for half an inch. In reply to 
question as to what chance Fitszim- 
mons would have against Corbett, he 
replied: "About as much as I had 
with him."

Msjr be Thrown Oat of Court by

CHICAGO, Sept. 27. — If counsel fo 


the defense in the American Railwa 
union contempt cases shall decide tc 
argue the question of jurisdiction be 
fore Justice Harlan in the Unite 
States court of appeals, which con 
venes next week, action may be taken 
there which may throw out of coiir 
the whole proceeding against Debs am 
his associates. The defendants hav 
taken an appeal from the Woods-Gross 
cup injunction, but in this appea 
have not taken up the question o 
jurisdiction, which Judge Woods now 
suggests they do. 


E. A. Bancroft finished his argumen 


yesterday morning. He was followec 
by C. S. Darrow who opened for th 
defendants, and he was followed 
Manritz Robenthal for the government 


Mr. Darrow continued his speed 


when court reconvened in the after- 
noon, confining himself to the lega 
aspect. He contended that the federa 
courts had no jurisdiction under thi 
precedents furnished by courts o 
chancery. "As to the interstate com 
merce law of 1887," Mr. Darrow said 
"It was never intended to control the 
actions of strikers, but was designei 
to put certain restraints on railroads 
And the railroads," said he, "now 
come into court and use a law which 
was intended to restrain railroads as 
an engine for oppression against my 
clients. It is evident this was not the 
purpose of the act." 


The question of whether the injunc- 


tion would be void in case the cour( 
should decide that it was in error in 
issuing it was discussed at length be- 
tween Judge Woods and the speaker, 
on suggestion of the former, Mr. Dar- 
row arguing that all injunctions would 
necessarily be void. He then contin- 
ued: 


"From my point, it is just as neces- 


sary for labor to combine as for cap- 
ital. The remedy they have is to 
strike, and I assume that any combi- 
nation they form with that end in vie w 
is legal. I hope that this court will 
not decide that it has jurisdiction in 
this case, for that would be only to 
give unlimited powers to other courts. 
In concluding, he condemned the ac- 
tion of President Cleveland in calling 
out troops, calling it an invasion of 
state rights. 


When Mr. Darrow had finished, Judge 


Woods stated that he hoped counsel 
would argue the question of jurisdic- 
tion before the court of appeals, which 
will be in session next week. He had 
noticed that counsel for the defense 
had filed briefs in this case with the 
appelate conrt. If the appellate court 
decided that the circuit court had no 
jurisdiction that would settle the ease 
so far as he (Judge Woods) was con- 
cerned. Court adjourned until to-mor- 
row.

Inmate* of the' city hospital are re- 


joicing over a tittle incident that toolr 
place the other day. For gome time 
past they hare been annoyed by a 
prowling, homeless cat, that made un- 
endurable noiaes during- the nlghl. 
The cat was a large one, and it* be- 
draggled appearance plainly indicated 
that it had no definite and fixed place* 
of abode. It was the custom of the 
cat to awagger along the sidewalk 
in front of the hospital about six 
o'clock in the evening and pick a row 
with Whiskers, a rat terrier, that Is 
usually ia the front yard about that 
time in the evening. There is a very 
high fence in front of the hospital, and 
no actual combat ever took place be- 
tween the rat terrier and the cat, be- 
cause the dog could not get over the 
fence and the cat did not want to. 


Yesterday evening the cat appeared 


on time, but instead of the Httle rat 
terrier Dr. Mark's big, good-natured 
greyhound lay asleep in the sun. The

spiteful yawls and spntterings that 
ever disgraced the feline family were 
heard. The greyhound lifted his head, 
and saw the cat. but with an air 
of supreme contempt he resumed his 
nap/ 


Again the cat annoyed the dog by 


the same means, and strutted about in 
a manner that indicated that it wanted 
to say it could whip any dog that ever 
lived, especially when there was a 
fence between them. The greyhound 
could stand it no longer, and went to 
the fence. The cat seemed a little 
taken back by the general make-up of 
the adversary, but the fence 'was still 
there, and it put on a bold front. Just 
when it was making the most aggres- 
sive movements the greyhound cleared 
the fence in a bound and for an instant 
looked at the eat. The cat seemed to 
be astonished that any dog could jump 
so high a fence and started to run. Its 
astonishment turned to amazement 
when it saw the speed with which the 
greyhound was pursuing it and tried* 
to reach a friendly tree. The race was 
short, but exciting, Reilly was not 
doing his best, .but the cat occasionally 
looked back and then doubled its 
speed.

The hospital patients heard the last 
noise that cat will ever make, and the 
scavengers were called upon to remove 
a dead cat. The greyhound quietly 
Jumped the fence again and, lay down 
and went to sleep, apparently not 
heeding the plaudits of the patients, 
who exulted over the death of the feat.

THE 'TRUE HORSEMAN. 


Qualities NmMMry tjo SncceM In Handling 


In dealing with horses there are two 


things to be done; first to control and 
restrain them; secondly, to s> imulale 
and encourage them to perform the 
greatest eiforts of which they are cap- 
able. For a dozen men that can do 
the first, yon will find only one who 
can do the second. But that one has 
an extraordinary power; at a word 
from him, and a touch on the reins, 
the horse will freely strike a pace to 
which another man cannot urge him 
by voice or whip or spur. It would be 
hard to say what is the secret of this 
power, but I doubt if it is ever found in 
any man not possessed both of a 
strong will and of a feeling for dumb 
animals. The "magnetism" that peo- 
ple talk about is, I suspect, simply the 
fortunate "combination of these two 
qualities. 


Sometimes it crops ont in unex- 


pected places. I was once riding on 
the back seat of an open carriage 
drawn by two lazy horses. On the 
front seat, beside the driver, sat a 
Methodist 
minister—a solemn-faced 


person, with a long and, except that 
his 
upper 
lip 
was 
shaven, 
a 


full beard. 
He was 
dressed 
in 


black 
clothes, 
and 
altogether 


looked the very antipodes of a horsy 
man. The team wast plodding slowly 
along, with heads and tails down, 
when, at his request, the reins were 
handed over to the parson. As soon as 
he had taken them, and had uttered 
one quiet woid of command, the nags 
seemed to be electrified; up went their 
heads and tails; ten years slipped off 
their backs, and away they started at 
an elastic twelve-miles-an-honr gait. 
These horses not only obeyed the min- 
ister, bnt they took pleasure in obey- 
ing him. Alasl a great driver waa 
thrown away in that man. 


A trainer or driver may, it is true, 


succeed fairly well with a horse in spite 
of certain defects in his temperament 
or character. With ordinary horses, 
pluck in riding or driving can usually 
be made to take the place of nerve. 
Whyte Melville analyzed these two 
qualities very justly. Plnck, he said, 
te that kind of courage or determina- 
tion which enables a man to do what 
ho is afraid to do: whereas nerve is the 
absence of fear; the one being chiefly a 
moral, the other perhaps chiefly a 
physical quality.—Atlantic Monthly.

life and •hrinklnff from death tfeat 1* 
ao universal even under the meet un- 
favorable and Borrowfnl condition*, 
there am, alaai too many instance* in 
which this instinct proves no barrier 
to the voluntary termination of life it- 
self. Suicide ia, Indeed, ceaminglyone 
of the attendant evil* of civilisation, 
and is by no mean* confined to tha ig- 
norant or abject classes. We are con- 
stantly confronted with the faet that 
neither material advantages nor intel- 
ligence, nor education, nor even a good 
moral record, are proof against thia 
disloyalty to life. Many causes are 
adduced for thto act—grief, shame, re- 
morse, despair, being among the most 
numerous. Batperhapsthe foundation 
cause, which underlies all others; may 
be said to be the common habit of think- 
ing that life is only to be valued for 
the happiness it yields. Many people 
prow up with the idea that if personal 
life be not personally happy it is use- 
less. Thus, when they come to some 
epoch When sorrow triumphs over joy. 
failure over success, pain over pleasure, 
life loses all meaning to them, and is 
easily parted from. 


This view of life is essentially untrue 


and most injurious. While we may never 
know how far it is responsible for ac- 
tual suicide, it is certain that if carried 
out to its full conclusions it would 
tend in that direction. Happiness is 


normal 
and 
rightful condition, 


one which should be expected and 
valued, and within certain 
limits 


sought, for self and others. Bnt it is 
never the whole of life, only a part, 
and a part which cannot be exacted. 
Life contains it, but it also contains a 
great deal more—work. Service, man- 
hood, duty, responsibility; and if these 
receive the rightful 
emphasis in 


thought and heart, no suggestion of 
suicide could find any lodgment. 


It would be well if the true character 


of this act were more fully drawn and 
realized than it generally is. Our pity 
dwells on the sufferings which were so 
great as to overcome the natural love 
of life, a'nd our compassion for the 
afflicted one blinds us to the intrinsic 
selfishness and cowardice of his deed. 
Take, for instance, the frequent occur- 
rence of loss of fortune, bankruptcy, 
perhaps disgrace. I/et the consequent 
agony be what it may, what is the po- 
sition of hiiu who, to escape it, throws 
away the life which he holds in trust? 
He leaves his family not only to all 
the hardships and suffering- which he 
reinses to endure, but also to the addi- 
tional grief of his loss and to the life- 
long bitter memory of his end. His 
duties as a*husband, a father, a son, a 
brother, he casts to the winds. All the 
possibilities of retrieving his losses, of 
building up another business, of pro- 
viding for those who are rightly de- 
pendent upon him for support, he de- 
liberately throw* away. His obliga- 
tions as a citizen, a friend, a man 
among men, he truthfully ignores. All 
opportunities of atoning to those he 
may have wronged he discards. Is any 
deserter front a battle-field half so dis- 
loyal and faithless as he? The one. 
runs away front a single duty; the 
other abandons them all and forever. 


It matters little what is the form of 


suffering which tempts such a course. 
It may be the wrecking of hopes by be- 
reavement,or by the perfidy of another; 
it may be despair produced by repeated, 
disappointments; it may be the pangs 
of remorse for hie own guilt. In any 
case, it is his duty to bear it like a man, 
not to shrink from it like a coward. 
What though happiness be (rone? Duty 
remains. Life is not a plaything, to be 
used as long as it gives pleasure, and 
then cast aside. It is an imperative 
trust, a continuous obligation, from 
which no grief, no loss, no shame, can' 
ever absolve us. No one, indeed, i* 
able to predict that even happiness i* 
gone forever. It is not an unmeaning 
proverb that "the darkest hour is justj 
before the dawn." Often when hope ia 
quenched and sorrow overwhelms u*,1 
unexpected help Is near. The future.' 
may hold brighter things in store; new 
power to retrieve the past may be gen^ 
crated within us. And always the cour-, 
&ge and heroism which accept the bur-1 
dens of life and follow the call of duty, 
however footsore and weary, bring to 
the heart a peace and serenity which' 
are not far from true happiness. To cut 
away and destroy in a moment all these 
possibilities ia as foolish as it is wrong. 
Nevertheless, it is upon far more solid1 
and ethical grounds than this that the! 
obligation of preserving and cherish- 
ing life should be based. 


This principle needs more emphasis 


in the training of youth. That our life 
is a trust—that we exist, not mainly 
for happiness, but tfor service—is at 
truth which can be established at a 
very early age. LUtlo children can be 
taught to love an I to help one another,' 
until what may at first have been self- 
sacrifice beoomea a pleasurable duty. 
They should also be taught that tm« 
self-care tends to the name end. There] 
is a fallacious custom of thinking 
that what we do for ourselves ends 
with self. Many children who are 
brought up in habits of cleanlinea* and 
temperance, who early learn to take 
care of their health and exert their 
faculties, have no other motive pre- 
sented to them than their own good. 
Yet nothing to clearer than that all 
these thing* tend also to their value 
to other*, and this motive should never 
be overlooked. It is no abstract the- 
ory, nor is it difficult so to present it to 
the young mind and weave it into the 
fonng life as to give a higher meaning 
to all that te done for personal wel- 
fare. There i* no rigid line between 
dntie* to self and dutiea to other*. 
They melt into one another; they act 
and react upon each other; and when 
the right balance between them ia de- 
rtroyed neither aan be perfectly ftaV4 
filled.
